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City to Hold jReierendum on Bonds: 
$ 3M lor Center; $ 1M for Park

On June 27 the city will 
hold a referendum on two 
bond ordinances. The first 
authorizes the issuance of 
up to three million dollars 
worth of bonds for renova¬ 
tion of an elementary school 
as a community center. The 
second authorizes borrowing 
up to one million dollars for 
the development of Schrom 
Hills Park. 

Council approved both ordi- 
nances at its May 9 regular 
council meeting. The Schrom 
Hills ordinance was approved 
unanimously without discussion 
while the community center ordi¬ 
nance was approved by a 4-1 
vote after considerable debate, 
with Council Member Thomas X. 
White opposed. A public hearing 
on the bond issues will be held 
on June 6. City Manager James 
K, Giese reported that the city's 
financial advisor says that the 
four million dollars could be bor¬ 
rowed without damaging the 
city's credit rating. 

Council had hired Coakley & 
Williams to study the costs of 
renovating the two schools for 
community center use. According 
to their report, presented at a 
May 8 council work session, 
renovation of the North End 
School would cost $1.9 million to 
$3.7 million, depending upon the 
level of renovation. Center School 
renovation would cost $3,1 to 
$4,2 million based in part on the 
school’s larger size. 

These estimates are expressed 
in today’s prices. At the work 
session, Rory Coakley, vice presi¬ 
dent for Real Estate Develop- 
ment, told council that they

should allow for approximately 
five percent a year inflation in 
construction costs. In addition, if 
council chooses one of the mini¬ 
mal renovation plans, then later 
decides to upgrade to a full reno¬ 
vation, they should expect to pay 
about 30 percent more, plus in¬ 
flation, than if they had orig¬ 
inally done the full upgrade. 

Coakley said that the estimates 
should prove fairly accurate, but 
that the greatest uncertainty is 
in the cost of asbestos removal 
and historic preservation. 

Clarifying Ordinances 

At the last meeting there had 
been some confusion about wheth¬ 
er council’s directions for the 
draft bond ordinance had includ¬ 
ed a provision to raze North End 
School if the referendum failed. 
At the May 9 meeting, council 
introduced an ordinance, detail¬ 
ing council’s intentions for each 
possible referendum outcome. 
The ordinance, to be considered 
for final passage at the May 22 
regular meeting, specifies that 
if the community center refer¬ 
endum passes, council will begin 
planning for the construction of 
a community center at the loca¬ 
tion chosen by the voters. Con¬ 
struction would begin as soon 
as planning is complete if the 
North End is selected, and as 
soon as the school is vacated if 
Center School is selected. 

The ordinance further states 
that if the community center 
referendum is defeated, council 
will develop a plan for the utili¬ 
zation of the North End prop¬ 
erty, taking into consideration 
that bond funds have not been 
authorized for renovation. The 
resulting plan will be considered

at a public hearing prior to its 
adoption. Council rejected the 
provision that the building be 
razed if the referendum failed. 

For several months council 
has been debating whether to 
permit the county school system 
to build a new elementary school 
on the site of the city-owned 
North End School, with the un¬ 
derstanding that the city would 
receive Center School in return. 
The bond referendum was pro¬ 
posed to determine whether citi¬ 
zens are willing to finance the 
renovation of either school as 
a community center. 

Choice of School 

The bond ordinance itself does 
not specify which school will be 
renovated. However, the refer¬ 
endum ballot will also contain an 
advisory question asking which 
school should be renovated. Al¬ 
though this vote will be strictly 
advisory, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
suggested that any council that 
acted opposite to the advisory 
question result “would not be 
around long.” 

White, objecting to the “lack 
of specificity” of the ordinance, 
moved an amendment restricting 
the use of the funds only to 
renovation of Center School. He 
argued that it is not fair to 
ask voters to commit to a bond 
issue without being clear about 
how the funds would be used. He 
sought to restrict the ordinance 
to Center School since that is 
the only facility subject to the 
school board’s deadline. 

After considerable debate, 
White’s motion was defeated on 
a 1-4 vote. The other council 
members argued that the pro¬ 
posed ordinance and referendum

Proposed Recreation Budget is $1.5

At a worksession on May 10, City Council reviewed 
the proposed 1989-90 recreation budget which, at $1.5 mil¬ 
lion, represents 16.7 percent of the proposed expenditures 
in the city’s general fund. As with other department re¬ 
views, City Manager James K. Giese noted the budget pro¬ 
vides what is required to fjind the current level of activities. 
The only increase in program- trips, senior programs, city sup- 


ming comes in further develop¬ 
ment of therapeutic recreation 
to develop activities for special 
populations ($47,000). New this 
year under the program is a 
social club called LAFF and spe¬ 
cial activities and trips for sen¬ 
ior citizens at Green Ridge 
House and the Greenbelt Nurs¬ 
ing Center. 

Recreation Director Hank 
Irving said he is “very hap jy 
with the programs for special 
populations. His department is 
looking forward lo the ii-door 
pool, an addition to the Youth 
Center and possibly a community 
center, all of which will provide 
additional space for recreational 
programming in the future.

Objects to Coverage 

In reporting on the April 17 
Council meeting discussion on the 
city's traffic study, the News Re~ 
view’s April 26 article states that 
Ms. Wilson said she “had used 
factors based on net floor area. 
. . However, I do not recall 
such a statement To the con¬ 
trary, Ms. Wilson has stated in 
a letter to me that “the MNC- 
PPC rates (which she used) are 
based on gross (total) floor area." 
Moreover, according to the M- 
NCPPC transportation staff, both 
the sources which Ms. Wilson 
referenced in her study contain 
only rates based on total floor 
area. 

Also, the article didn't men¬ 
tion that after some discussion 
of this issue Ms. Wilson announ¬ 
ced that the staff's Anal traffic 
estimate would not include their 
original estimate of 650 total 
trips per day, which was the basis 
for the estimate of 490 additional 
trios published in the February 
9 News Review. The staff’s oth¬ 
er estimate is 916 total trips per 
day, which is also based on net 
floor area instead of total floor 
area. A member of the transpor¬ 
tation staff at Maryland-National 
Captial Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (M-NCPPC) has told me 
they would not accept traffic es¬ 
timates based on net floor area. 

In addition to mv and Council¬ 
man White's comments, two other 
Greenbelt residents sooke on this 
issue, saying that the traffic im¬ 
pact of a community center was 
of concern to them and that an 
independent traffic study might be 
useful to citizens. 

As I said at the meeting, my 
concern in this matter is with 
facts and issues, not personali¬ 
ties. I regret statements by 
Councilwoman Bram which have 
attributed motives to me and 
which have repeatedly miscon¬ 
strued as a personal attack what 
are in fact fullv legitimate con¬ 
cerns. It is a fundamental nVht 
of every citizen in a democracy 
to raise questions about informa¬ 
tion, procedures, or policies of 
their government, and to persist 
until the concerns are adequately 
addressed.

ing category applicable to com¬ 
munity centers. Wilson said that 
she used factors derived from 
the Institute of Traffic Engineers 
figures but varied them to fit the 
local situation in such a way that 
they were applicable to usable 
or net floor area. 

The estimate of 650 total trips 
per day was not reported because 
this figure was related to a plan 
to use part of Center School for 
city offices. When the Feb. 9 ar¬ 
ticle was published, this plan was 
under active consideration and 
figures based on it were therefore 
reported. Since that option has 
been dropped, we saw no point in 
reporting on estimates relating to 
it. 

Since no generally accepted 
traffic generation factors exist for 
community centers, it appears 
unlikely that any agreement can 
be reached on exact traeffie fig¬ 
ures. Since the main conclusion of 
Wilson's report was that roads 
adjacent to a community center 
in either the Center School or the 
North End School would be able 
to handle the traffic generated by 
the center (regardless of whether 
net or gross square footage is 
used), the News Review does not 
intend to pursue these figures 
further unless new developments 
occur.

Giese Offers Stay the Course Budget, 
No New Staff for Administration, Cares 


by Mary Lou Williamson 

City Council met May 10 
to review three areas of the 
budget for 1990 - general 
government and CARES, 
recreation, and recreation 
organizations. Three times 
they heard City Manager 
James K. Giese chart the 
course: maintaining the 

same level of services as last 
year can be done without a 
tax rate increase. By hold¬ 
ing to that goal in all depart¬ 
ments, the increase in reve¬ 
nues will provide for the in¬ 
creased costs to maintain 
those services, a 5 percent 
cost-of-living increase for 
employees, and the increased 
cost of operating the police 
department in its new build¬ 
ing. 

New this year is a list in each 
section of the budget for requests 
by the various department heads 
that remain unfunded. 

General Government 
As it has been doing every 
four years, council is considering 
an increase in its own pay — 
$1,600 for the mayor, $1,000 for 
council members, bringing their 
annual pay to $6,000 for the may¬ 
or and $5,000 for each of the 
others. A 1986 increase added 
$1,000 per position. 

The total proposed budget as 
presented by the manager for 
council, including benefits and 
operating expenses, is $53,000. 

Administrative Staff 
Council member Ed Putens 
asked whether the present staff 
is sufficient to provide the ser¬ 
vices needed. “I am not recom¬ 
mending any staff increase at 
this time,” Giese replied. His goal 
is “to utilize staff to its maxi¬ 
mum potential. Maybe we are 
doing things we shouldn't be do¬ 
ing.” 

Staff is presently working un¬ 
der severe space restraints, added 
Assistant City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, who expects to ask 
for one and a half new positions 
for 1991. 

Giese feels the city is cur¬ 
rently going through a peak 
period of activity, with its own 
aggressive capital improvements 
program and the last period of 
large private development with¬ 
in the city limits. He noted ad¬ 
ditionally that computerization 
is changing staff workloads. In 
other words, he is waiting to 
see more clearly what will be 
needed for the future. 

Dorothy L a u b e r, executive 
secretary to the city manager, 
spoke to council on behalf of the 
secretaries and office workers. 
They did not share in the upward 
reclassification of many positions 
which occurred last year. She 
explained to council that her 
group has found it necessary to 
speak up for itself this year. 
Lauber provided a three-page 
job evaluation, showing the 
“wide range of things we do,” 
from representing the city or its 
supervisors at meetings to re¬ 
searching information and pre¬ 
paring reports to making coffee. 

In all, she listed 34 separate 
kinds of work performed. 

She found a sympathetic ear 
in Council Member Toni Bram 
who suggested an individual “seat 
audit” to look at each job and 
the person in it. Putens suggest¬ 
ed a special pay category for 
secretaries. Council Member Tom 
White argued on the side of the 
secretaries against the “unfair¬ 


ness" left over from last year's 
“omissions.” 

Giese said he was not con¬ 
vinced, though he admitted to 
having a problem coming up with 
“good data” on which to base 
a decision. He looks at three 
things, he explained—job skills 
required, comparative pay for 
similar positions in the area, and 
turn-over rate within the po¬ 
sition—and he could not justify 
reclassification. 

Total expenditures for admin¬ 
istration are $334,800. Registra¬ 
tion and elections, including one 
referendum, are expected to cost 
$15,000. 

Finance Department 

Under the Finance Department 
budget, unfunded items include 
the addition of one full-time po¬ 
sition starting in January and 
some new equipment. Finance 
Director Cas Prybyl spoke to 
council of his department's needs. 
He also asked council to increase 
funds for training — emphasiz¬ 
ing the importance of continued 
computer training for his staff. 

He spoke at length of the in¬ 
creased skills his three accounts 
clerks have accomplished and the 
increasing responsibility of those 
jobs. For example, in research¬ 
ing whether the city is collect¬ 
ing personal property taxes from 
all businesses within Greenbelt, 
an accounts clerk has discovered 
190 businesses that are not shown 
on the tax rolls and are appar¬ 
ently operating without a county 
license or permit. The “clerk” 
is writing the program to cor¬ 
relate this information. 

His staff needs help, he said, 
and by January his department 
will have moved into the quar¬ 
ters vacated by the police de¬ 
partment and there will be space 
for the added position, 

Prybyl would also like to hire 
interns for the summer, the de¬ 
partment's busiest time. Council 
was receptive to Prybyi's requests 
and to study possible reclassifi¬ 
cation of the “accounts clerks” 
jobs which now require “highly 
skilled technicians.” 

Finance and Administrative 
Services accounts for $408,400 in 
the operating buderet. 

CARES 

The CARES budget of $198,300 
is shared by the city, county and 
state, with the city providing 
48.2 percent of the funding. 
CARES is Greenbelt’s family- 
oriented youth counseling ser¬ 
vice. Unfunded requests include 
a crisis intervention specialist 
to work with police patrol offi¬ 
cers. The cost would be split 
between CARES and the police 
department. Also a request to

turn three half-time positions 
into full-time positions next 
year is proposed by staff to be 
completed in three years. 

Carol Leventhal, CARES Di¬ 
rector for 16 years, commenting 
on the unmet funding, said, 
“There is work to be done and 
it needs to be done,” Again, the 
space limitations which have pre¬ 
vented requests for additional 
personnel will be lifted when 
the police department moves to 
its new building this year. 

Putens called attention to a 
certification compliance review 
letter from the Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Services Agency, dated April 
28, noting that its review pro¬ 
cess completed last month 
showed no items of “non-compli¬ 
ance” and no corrective action 
required. The reviewer had se¬ 
lected 14 case records of the 342 
cases serviced by CARES during 
1988. He complimented Leven¬ 
thal for the good report. 

Special objectives for the com¬ 
ing year include after-school dis¬ 
cussion/support groups in three 
Greenbelt schools, information 
sharing meetings regarding 
CARES services with Greenbelt 
police department staff, and de¬ 
velopment of babysitting courses 
and pre-employment training. 

In response to a question by 
council, Leventhal listed several 
areas of concern: kids who are 
too young to work when out of 
school but whose parent(s) can¬ 
not afford camp, kids who come 
to us and say “there is nothing 
to do here” and others who spend 
too much time in social activities 
and don't find time to study.

Nothing is more aggravating than a water or air leak around the 
rubber weatherstripping located around the trunk lid, door jambs 
and removable roof panels.

Apply it directly 
on a clean rag, and wipe it onto the rubber weatherstripping.

The Lawn before 7 a.m. 

It’s that time of year again 
when the grass is growing and 
residents are mowing. The city 
manager’s office has received 
complaints of some residents 
mowing their grass very early in 
the morning. The City Code does 
not address this siutation speci¬ 
fically, However, County Bill 79- 
1986 concerning noise in residen¬ 
tial areas was enacted for the 
purpose of prohibiting certain 
noises in residential areas be¬ 
tween 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. the next 
day. Those noises include “any 
radio, television set, tape or disk 
recorder, phonograph, musical in¬ 
strument, or any other machine, 
equipment, or tool which produc¬ 
es or reproduces any sound or 
noise which is audible more than 
fifty (50) feet from the source 
of the sound or noise.” 

This legislation, which was ef¬ 
fective September 2, 1986, is en¬ 
forced so that neighbors are not 
disturbed at all hours. Please, 
don’t mow the grass before 7 
a.m. It r s a courtesy to neighbors 
and IT’S THE LAW.

conditions of the bath house roof 
at the pool. A portion of the 
roof had caved in during the rain 
that day, drowning a new PA 
system for the pool. The publ^ 
works crew, he reported, is fix 
ing the problem and he would 
have the pool ready for inspec¬ 
tion by May 12. Irving reported 
that Greenbelt, unlike many pub¬ 
lic agencies and private pool 
companies, has experienced no 
difficulty in hiring lifeguards. 
The outdoor pool’s proposed ex¬ 
penditures of $75,700 will be met 
by revenues (sale of seasonal and 
day passes and fees from the 
concession stand). 

Self-Supporting Activities 

Self-supporting activities are 
anticipated to cost the recreation 
department $121,800, but bring 
in $149,000 in fees. The depart¬ 
ment is exploring ideas for pro¬ 
viding before and after school 
care for elementary school age 
children and day care for infants, 
toddlers, and preschoolers.

Ordinance Number 1035 

AN ORDINANCE TO AUTHORIZE AND EMPOWER THE CITY OF GREEN¬ 
BELT, MARYLAND, FROM TIME TO TIME, TO BORROW NOT MORE THAN 
ONE MILLION DOLLARS ($1,000,000) FOR THE PURPOSE OF FINANCING 
THE COST OF DEVELOPING AND IMPROVING SCHROM HILLS PARK AS 
MORE PARTICULARLY DESCRIBED HEREIN, AND TO EFFECT SUCH BOR¬ 
ROWING BY THE ISSUANCE AND SALE, UPON ITS FULL FAITH AND CRED¬ 
IT, OF ITS GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS IN LIKE PAR AMOUNT PURSU¬ 
ANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF SECTIONS 31 TO 37, INCLUSIVE, OF ARTICLE 
23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1987 REPLACEMENT VOL¬ 
UME AS AMENDED) AND SECTION 55 OF THE CITY CHARTER; PROVIDING 
FOR THE APPROPRIATION AND DISPOSAL OF THE PROCEEDS OF SALE 
OF THE BONDS; PROVIDING FOR THE LEVY AND COLLECTION OF TAXES 
SUFFICIENT FOR THE PROMPT PAYMENT OF THE MATURING PRINCIPAL 
OF AND INTEREST ON THE BONDS; AND GENERALLY RELATING TO THE 
ISSUANCE, SALE AND PAYMENT OF THE BONDS. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland that: 

Pursuant to the authority of Sections 31 to 37, inclusive, of Article 23A of 
the Annotated Code of Maryland (1987 Replacement Volume as amended) and 
Section 55 of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt (the “Charter”), the City 
of Greenbelt, Maryland (the “City”) is hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow money and incur indebtedness for the public purposes described in Sec¬ 
tion 2 hereof, at one time or from time to time., in an amount not exceeding, 
in the aggregate, One Million Dollars ($1,000,000), and to evidence such bor¬ 
rowing by the issuance and sale, upon its full faith and credit, of general obli¬ 
gation bonds in like par amount, which may be issued at one time or from time 
to time, in one or more groups or series, as the City may determine. All or a 
portion of the bonds authorized by this ordinance may be issued and sold on 
a consolidated basis with any other general obligation bonds issued by the 
City, 

Proceeds of sale of the bonds authorized to be issued hereunder shall be used 
and applied, after payment of the costs of issuance and sale, for the public 
purpose of financing, in whole or in part, the following public improvement 
project: the development and improvement of property owned by the City, 
commonly known as Schrom Hills Park, located east and northeast of Hanover 
Parkway; such development ana improvement to be undertaken within the gen¬ 
eral guidelines set forth in the Schrom Hills Park Master Plan adopted by the 
City Council at its April 17, 1989 regular meeting. 

The proceeds of sale of the bonds authorized to be issued hereunder, including 
any premium and accrued interest received therefor, shall be deposited in the 
proper account or accounts of the City. There shall be deducted from the total 
gross proceeds received from the sale of said bonds the cost of issuing the 
same, including the cost of all printing, legal fees and other reasonably related 
expenses. The balance of the proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be ex¬ 
pended for the public purposes described in Section 2 hereof, and said proceeds 
are hereby appropriated for said purposes. 

For ihe purpose of meeting the debt service requirements on the bonds author¬ 
ized to be issued hereunder, and in addition to such funds received from any 
other source as may from time to time be legally available and allocated for 
such purpose, the City shall, if and when such funds are or will be insufficient 
for such purpose, levy for each and every fiscal year during which any of the 
bonds may be outstanding, ad valorem taxes upon all real and tangible per¬ 
sonal property within its corporate limits subject to assessment for unlimited 
municipal taxation in rate and amount sufficient to provide for the prompt 
payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds maturing in each such 
fiscal year, and. in the event the proceeds from the collection of the taxes so 
-levied in any such fiscal year may prove inadequate for such purpose, addi¬ 
tional taxes shall be levied in the subsequent fiscal year to make up any de¬ 
ficiency. The full faith and credit and unlimited taxing power of the City are 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the prompt payment of the maturing principal 
of and interest on the bonds as and when the same respectively mature, and 
to the levy and collection of the taxes hereinbefore described as and when such 
taxes may become necessary in order to provide sufficient funds timely to meet 
the debt service requirements of the bonds. The City hereby covenants with 
each holder of any of the bonds to take any action that may be appropriate 
from time to time during the period that any of the bonds remain outstanding 
and unpaid to provide the funds necessary to make the principal and interest 
payment due thereon and further covenants and agrees to levy and collect 
the taxes hereinabove described. 

In accordance with Section 55(b) of the Charter, a complete* and exact copy 
of this Ordinance shall be posted in a public place or places within the bounda¬ 
ries of the City for thirty (30) days and shall be published at least once within 
ten (10) days of its passage in a newspaper of general circulation in the City. 

This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon its approval by a majority 
of the qualified electors of the City voting on the issue at a referendum to be 
held on a date specified by the Council in accordance with Section 55(c) of the 
Charter.

fiscal year, and, in the event the proceeds from the collection of the taxes so 
levied in any such fiscal year may prove inadequate for such purpose, addi¬ 
tional taxes shall be levied in the subsequent fiscal year to make up any de¬ 
ficiency, The full faith and credit and unlimited taxing power of the City are 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the prompt payment of the maturing principal 
of and interest on the bonds as and when the same respectively mature, and 
to the levy and collection of the taxes hereinabove described as and when such 
taxes may become necessary in order to provide sufficient funds timely to meet 
the debt service requirements of the bonds. The City hereby covenants with 
each holder of any of the bonds to take any action that may be appropriate 
from time to time during the period that any of the bonds remain outstanding 
and unpaid to provide the funds necessary to make the principal and interest 
payment due thereon and further covenants and agrees to levy and collect 
the ta>ies hereinabove described. 

SECTION 5, In accordance with Section 55(b) of the Charter, a complete and exact copy 
of this Ordinance shall be posted in a public place or places within the bound¬ 
aries of the City for thirty (30) days and shall be published at least once with¬ 
in ten (10) days of its passage in a newspaper of general circulation in the City, 

SECTION 6, This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon its approval by a majority 
of the qualified electors of the City voting on the issue at a referendum to be 
held on a date specified by the Council in accordance with Section 55(c) of the 
Charter,

question would allow voters to 
express their preference both for 
whether the city should borrow 
the money to create a commun¬ 
ity center and for which build¬ 
ing should be renovated. 

Citizen Comments 

Keith Chernikoff agreed with 
White that the proposed ordi¬ 
nance and referendum question 
would not yield a clear result. 
However, in place of White’s 
amendment, Chernikoff suggested 
that voters be given a choice of 
two $3 million dollar bond ordi¬ 
nances, one for each school. 

Charles Hagelgans claimed 
that citizens who have strong 
feelings about which building 
should be used for a community 
center might feel betrayed if the 
bond referendum were to pass 
but their choice of building did 
not prevail. 

Weidenfeld argued that there 
is no perfect bond question. If 
White’s motion were adopted, 
irose who favored a community 
center at North End might nev¬ 
er have a chance to vote on their 
preferred choice, since the issue 
would be moot if the Center 
School ordinance passed. 

Roy Dial noted that Cherni- 
kolf’s suggestion could result in 
tne defeat of community center 
lunaing, even if a majority of 
voters favored it. For example. 
48 percent of the voters coub; 
vote for the North End issui, 4<* 
percent for the Center School 
ordinance and four percent 
against both. Despite this clear 
majority for a community cen¬ 
ter, no borrowing would be au¬ 
thorized. 

Other Concerns 

Besides the wording of the or¬ 
dinance, White had several other 
concerns. He said that there had

not been adequate discussion of 
a “whole spectrum” of commun¬ 


ity issues relating to the com¬ 
munity center issue, including 
other city capital improvement 
needs, historic preservation con¬ 
cerns, open space, etc. However, 
Weidenfeld said that this issue 
had dominated council’s discus¬ 
sions for months. Putens noted 
that the city had spent $23,000 
for Coakley & Williams studies 
to get more accurate data than 
was available for the 1985 bond 
referendum. As a result, he said, 
the citizens know what they will 
be voting on. Isaacs agreed, not¬ 
ing that if there are any gaps 
in the information available, they 
will be brought up at the pub¬ 
lic meeting. 

White and Putens expressed 
concern that citizens who voted 
against the bond referendum 
would be permitted to select a 
preference for where the com¬ 
munity center should be. How¬ 
ever, Ginny Zanner, who support¬ 
ed funding for a community cen¬ 
ter, argued that it is nice to allow 
those who don’t want to spend 
the money to select a site in case 
“the other fools vote for it.”
